: Unemployment changes loom 
for Wilmington workers 


by Jim Haggerty 

Wilmington residents who are 
seeking jobs or benefits through the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
will be seeing some changes the 
first of this year, 

The East Woburn office of the 
Division of Emp!oyment Security 
(DES) at 210 Washington St. has 
been serving the public for the past 
few years. 

Now, the state's employment and 
benefits programs are in transition. 

"The East Woburn office will be 
staying open but there are changes 
coming," says Richard Gill, the 
Associate Director of the Division 
of Employment and Training 

The change coming is the 
not-well-publicized One-Stop 
Career Center concept. 

Under the new setup, the DES 
recipient’ must get trained, or 
retrained at one of the centers, for 
example, in computer skills. 

So the arrival of the new concept 
is several weeks away and persons 
needing job assistance should stay 
on their toes tor several months. 

A new One-Stop Career Center 
for the Metro North Northern Tier 
is being set up at the Trade Center 
Park on Sylvan Road near the 
Burlington line off route 128 (the 
old Northeast Trade Genter 
building). 

The center, however, is not yet 
operational and will take several 
weeks to implement. 

In the meantime, recipients will 
be advised of the procedures: to. 
follow to find jobs and receive 
benefits at the Woburn office 

Also, the DES is also pushing the 
telephone claims system for finding 
an individual a job. 

The good news is the region and 
state's unemployment figures are 
the lowest in years (three to four 


percent). So, the implementation of 


the new system is coming at a slow 
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time for state agencies. 

The bad news, however, is that 
both the old Woburn office (East 
Woburn) and the new office (North 
Woburn) are competing for federal 
funds. Old line state DES employees 
are not bashful about the changing 
of the system which lessens their 
role in the employment/benetits 
process 

The Middlesex Community 
College is coordinating the efforts 
(with federal funds involved) under 
the new training concept 

Rumors have been circulated that 
Woburn area claimants will have to 
go to Boston the first of the year to 
file for unemployment. Howeve: 
state DES officials say it is not true. 

An advisory, said Gill, will be 
sent to past claimants and to those 
coming to the East Woburn office. 

The state's old Department of 
Employment Security has been 
reorganized, including staff changes 
and title changes, to meet the new 
concept: As an example, the Dept. 
of Employment and Training is 
now the Division of Employment 
and Training. 

The new Woburn career center is 
not expected to be operational until 
early February. 

The Career Center concept 
survived a political squabble on 
Beacon Hill at the end of June. 

The concept to start the $10.5 
million program across the state 
came in an agreement between Gov. 
William Weld and Sen. Edward 
Kennedy 

At issue was five employment 
centers around the state would be 
eliminated by the new career 
centers. However, the plan 
proceeded and is now being 
implemented with sites in key cities 
like Boston, Worcester and 
Springfield being eliminated. 

Woburn was set up for a 10,000 
square foot One-Stop Career Center 
as pgrt of the reorganization. 

*The basic idea would be to put the 
emphasis on r€training (e.g. 
computer training), rather ‘than just 
a hand out of weekly checks. 

The proponents. of the Skill 
Centers argue it would allow the 
state and country to compete more 
evenly in a world market. The 
Woburn center is expected to 
handle 5,000 cases a year. 

The training at the career centers 
would be at no cost to the claimant. 

Massachusetts, notes the Mass 
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Taxpayers Foundation, has always 
been among the most 
Programs for unemployment 
insurance in the U.S. As an 
example, Mass. ranks filth in the 
average effective lax rate 
(percentage) to employers in the 
U.S., second in the average cost per 
employee and third in average 
weekly benefits. 

The One-Stop Career Center is 
designed to stop this high cost for 
unemployment 

For nearly a half century, the 
Mass. Employment Security Office 
was at 25B Montvale Avenue and 
another decade at 390 Main Street 
(the Royal Building and most 
recently Bistro O'Colmains) in 
downtown Woburn. For the past 
five years, it has been at 210 West 
Cummings Park.

Inspector for the town of 
Wilmington. "There will be a 30 
day grace period, we want all of the 
tobacco retailers permitted by the 
Ist of February 

“What am I going to do." said 
John LeBlanc, Manager of 
Wilmington Plaza Wine & Spirits. 
“I's just another form of tax, 
Wilmington isn't a rich as some 
other nearby towns, and if they can 
raise a few bucks this way, then 
good luck to them." he said.

Eight varieties will be 
available again in 1997, including 
the traditional favorites Thin Mints, 
Trefoils, Samoas, and Do-Si-Dos.

TAX-SAFE? 


Ifannuities are improperly structured— 
especially if the annuity owner is not the 
annuitant (the person who gets the in- 
come) or if there's a non spousal co- 
owner—there may be tax consequences, 

Ideally, the annuity owner-annuitant— 
the same person—starts getting contract 
distributions any time after 59 1/2. If the 
contract's funded with pretax monéy, the 
entire amount will be taxed as regular 
income.

"Fax-on-demand_ sys- 
tems and electronic mails servers 
are also being infiltrated.

Backyard birding 3 
Turkeys in the bush ought to stay there 


by Hugh Wiberg 

(Editor's Note: Due to space 

imitations, recently, Mr. Wiberg's 
early December column has been 
delayed. The next Backyard Birding” 
column will appear in the Town 
Criet of January 23.) 

Although the great majority of the 
resident birds can survive harsh 
New England winters without our 
help, there is no doubt that their 
lives are made easier with access to 
several well stocked feeders. The 
next 60 days are the toughest test 
the birds will face between now and 
next November 

Here in North Wilmington we 
currently count 14 species at or 
under our feeders. This list includes 
chickadees, tufted titmice, white 
breasted nuthatches, bluejays, 
goldfinches, house finches, purple 
finches, downy woodpeckers, hairy 


> woodpeckers, slate colored juncos, 


mourning doves, cardinals, 

and wild turkeys. (More on the 
turkeys shortly.) What I'd like to do 
this winter. is keep a- running 
inventory of the species of birds 
seen in Wilmington and Tewksbury 
This list, which should approach 25 
by April, will include all of the 
varicties of birds seen either on our 
feeders or under the feeders on the 
ground. [f you can add to this list, 
drop me a note care of the Town 
Crier, or call me evenings at 
658-5852. 

For beginning “birders,” do 
yourself a favor and purchase a 
copy of Roger Tory Peterson's 


Field Guide for Eastern Birds, 
published by Houghton Mifflin. For 
positive bird identifications, no 
other reference begins to compare 
with this excellent book. Most of 
the bird specialty stores (Wild Birds 
Unlimited, etc.) carry Peterson's 
guide, as do many of the large book 
chains.

As was mentioned in this column 
last year, the Arnold day old Bread 
store on Route 38 in North 
Woburn, across from the fire 
station, sells huge bags of two and 
three day old breads and muffins, 
for 50 cents. A typical bag will 
contain from 12 to I'S loaves, and 
will make your birds - especially 
the ground-feeders happy, for a 
whole week. Where last year this 
offer was made_on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays, this year you can stop in 
at Arnold's any day of the week. 
Get there early - the supply can sel! 
out quickly. 

Turkey—update. On August 8, a 
hen turkey walked into our North 
Wilmington neighborhood, 
followed by five juveniles about the 
size of pigeons. 

We have watched their progress 
almost daily over the last four 
months, supplementing their natural 
diet of seeds and berries with 
occasional handouts of bread scraps 
ahd cracked corn. Since they race 
across the street from time to time, 
they are in constant danger from 
cars and trucks. Sure enough, one 
of them was sent to turkey heaven 
on November |, by a car which 
couldn't. brake in time. The four 
remaining youngsters are two each, 
male and female. We'll report their 
progress monthly, and will include 
a photo if space permits. Is anyone 
else in our towns seeing wild 
turkeys? The turkey restocking 
program in eastern Massachusetts, 
begun in the mid seventies, has been 
a great success , and this beautiful 
bird is no longer considered a 
rarity. tered turkey sighting are 
being reported within five miles of 
downtown Boston. 

I'm beginning to hear from 
readers reporting unusual sightings. 
Bernice Berglund, just over the line 
in Burlington, called to report 


* 


seeing an albino finch at her feeder. + 
I visited her in November, and sure 
enough, traveling with a small flock 
of house finches was a pure white 
individual, clearly a finch by its 
silhouette. Mass. Audubon tells me 
that albino finches are quite rare, « 
with only a half dozen or so 
sightings reported each winter. 


Mary losue of Tracy Circle in 
Wilmington called.to say she has a 
jet black squirrel running around in 
her yard. She was wondering about 
their rarity. Black squirrels are 
yuite common around northern 
Illinois, Michigan and Wisconsin, 
but are still rare in New England. 
Back in the forties, a wealthy 
landowner in». Westfield, MA 
brought a couple of dozen black 
squirrels to his estate from 
Michigan. He simply wanted to have 
something unique on his property. 
Black squirrels mating with gray 
squirrels will produce gray 
offspring; blacks mating with blacks 
result in-black offspring. It is 
estimated that there are no more 
than three or four hundred black 
squirrels in eastern Massachusetts, 
probably descendants of that small 
population brought to central 
Massachusetts about 50 years ago. 

Dick Keene of Chestnut Street, 
about a half mile from the 
Burlington line, called to describe 
an unusual happening in his yard 
recently. Although not bird related, 
I thought it was noteworthy enough 
tO mention it here. He was 
awakened after midnight to the loud 
sound of much yapping and 
howling, coming from nearby. Dick 
stated that there were several 
animals involved, and he is 
speculating that they were probably 
coyotes or coy dogs. By the time he 
turned the light on and looked out 
the window, they had drifted away. 
Anyone else on Chestnut Street hear 
anything like this recently? Dick 
swears he wasn't dreaming. 

Wildlife in general is undergoing 
a period of resurgence, with white 

iled deer now commonly seen in 


Wilmington and Tewksbury. I 


would not be at all surprised if 
there were coyotes showing up also.

Led by Scott Swiezynski’s terri- 
fic inside game in the first half, 
the Wilmington High School boys 
basketball team made it four 
straight Knights of Columbus 
Christmas Tournament Champion- 
ships with its 54-48 win over 
North Reading on Friday night.

* tourney M.V.P., was unstoppable 
in the low-post. The junior center 

. Scored 16 first half points going 
8-12 from the floor and in the 
second half he scored six points. 

“Scott is emerging as one one of 
the best players in the section,” 
said head coach Jim McCune. 
“Our plays are designed for him 
to get the ball - the second half 
was kind of whacky and he didn't 
get the ball that much, but he is 
playing really well.” 

In the team’s two wins, the 
other a 54-53 thriller over Dra- 
cut, Swiezynski scored 19 points, 
while adding 12 boards, four 
steals and blocking six shots. He 
dominated the tournament. 

But it wasn't all “Swiza.” Senior 
point guard Eric Clancy, who is 
now the team's lone captain with 
Mike Gargan out for possibly the 
season, played just aboul every 
minute of the two games, and his 
heart and determination is worth 
watching. 

“Eric and I have butted-heads 
several times and that’s because he 
wants it so badly,” said McCune 
after Clancy nailed two free- 
throws with four seconds left to 
beat Dracut. 

Clancy also had a tremendous 
tournament and he and Swiza are 
the ones McCune are counting on 
to lead this young, talented and 
explosive team since two of their 
better players Jeff Arciero and 
Mike Gargan are most likely done 
for the year. Not only did Swiza 
do his part in the tourney, but so 
did Clancy as the latter combined 
for 24 points and 19 assists bet- 
ween the (wo games. 

“I’m asking a lot from Eric. 
We really need someone like 
Timmy Gillis or Paul Tentindo to 
step up so we can rest Eric a little 
bit. For the most part, 1 was very 
happy with Eric - and when he 
made mistakes he was exhausted,” 
McCune said. 

Besides Swiza and Clancy 
leading the team, the entire team’s 
defense played very well - most 


especially in the first half as they 
limited the Hornets to just 16 
points. North Reading went seven 
minutes in the first half without a 
field goal. Wilmington’s full- 
court press and traps made that 
happen and the Cats combined for 
12 steals against North Reading 
and 26 total.

‘| The cold weather got you locked 
up for winter? In search of an 
exhilarating winter sport? Cross 
country skiing will take your 
breath away. It will take you down 
narrow trails and into snow filled 

meadows. A slow, even pace or a 
running glide, cross country skiing 
is the ultimate in’ exercise and 
winter outdoor experience. 

"The last few years we really 
have seen an increased interest in 
the sport of cross country skiing,” 
said Sean O'Keefe, a sales associate 
for the Ski Haus in Wilmington. 

The personal nature and quite 
experience is drawing people into 
the back country. 

“Most people are looking for a 
more enriching experience, as well 
as an affordable activity. Cross 
country skiing provides for both 
those situations," O'Keefe said. 

If you can skate, downhill ski or 
have some basic athletic ability, an 
‘afternoon of practice on groomed 
trails will give you the needed 
skills. After the initialecost of 
equipment, an open ficld, snow 
filled side walk, or a golf course 
(please stay off the greens), are all 
you need for a day of skiing. 

There are three types of cross 
country skis in use today. The 
touring ski, which is long, narrow, 
and very flexible. Just underneath 
the binding area is a raised, scaled 
section that provides traction. Most 
of ‘the touring skis have a three 
point boot and binding mechanism. 
The boot has a tongue in front with 
three holes that sits into three posts 
on the binding. This provides 
stability in the toe during the 
"kick" motion of the "glide." 

The second type of cross country 
Ski is a backwoods, trail breaking 
model. A shorter, wider ski, with a 
step in binding. The backwoods ski 

is a more intermediate ski used for 
making trails and back country 
touring. The step in binding allows 
for a greater kick and lofiger glide, 
but lessens stability. Still, this 
shorter, wider ski gives better 
control and allows for easier 
turning. 

The third most common cross 
country ski ‘is called telemark 
Telemark skis are medium length, 
wide, and light weight. Telemark 
skis are used in higher elevation

They have a free release heel with 
high spring tension that holds the 
toe in place during kick or turn. 

The telemark ski is the only cross 
country ski with a metal edge. The 
metal edge helps in turning and 
stopping. Telemarkers bend at the 
knee and make wide sweeping 
turns. Telemark skiing is the most 
advanced of the cross country 
skiing discplines. Skill and practice 
is the backbone of the tclemarker. 

The best way to get started is to 
rent a pair of X-skis and find some 
good flat snow. Follow in some 
broken trails or snowmobile 
tracks, Take a day trip to a ski 
touring Center and buy a day 
package that includes skis, pass, 
and some instruction. The cost is 
between $25 and $40. 

The advantages of going to a 
X-ski touring center are that you 
get to try the equipment first, 
groomed trails allow for ease of 
learning, and it ts inexpensive 
Most staffs provide tips and 
answers to questions you might 
have. Locally, Sean O'Keefe at the 
Ski Haus will gladly give you 
information on the sport of cross 
country skiing 

If you try cross country skiing 
and enjoy il, you may want to 
purchase some new gear. The cost 
for a basic package is $130.00 
This includes, boots, poles, and 
skis. For the more advanced and 
interested, pa eS CaN Cost Up LO 
$600.00. A basic touring package 
is the best bet for the beginner. 
Learning to ski on groomed or 
packed trails makes the sport easier 
and more enjoyable for the 
beginner.

A visit to the Bari 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

A few weeks ago this writer told of 
Foster Balser, he who ran a troop of 
about 100 Wilmington Boy Scouts, 
and acquired 40 acres of land for the 
use of Boy and Girl Scouts and 
others. That land is today Camp 
Forty Acres. 

Foster was a fine man. He was one 
of the few persons who could 
comment on a story this writer had 
in the paper, about a city in east Italy 
named Bari. 

Bari is a seaport, om the Adriatic 
coast of Italy. Back in the 1940s it 
had a population of maybe 200 
thousand people. Foster visited it 
several times during the war in 
connection with his duties, which it 
seems, was to assist the British 
Eighth Army in acquiring stores 
etc., as it made its way north, up the 
Adriatic. 

Do not be surprised that Foster 
never heard of the disaster at Bari. 
Many who lived in that city were 
unaware of the facts. He never spoke 
of his duties there, and he never 
seems to have heard of the disaster 
which hit that seaport. Many persons 
who lived in the area were totally 
unaware of that disaster. 

The British Eighth Army was 
making ils way up the Italian 
seacoast and Foster seems to have 
been one of the American soldiers 
who helpeg to get supplies for that 
army. That is only a guess. He never 
spoke of his duties to this writer. 

Bari was a seaport which was 
bombed by German planes during 
the evening of December 2, 1943, at 
about eight p.m. Those planes had 
flown from German bases further 
north. It was the worst disaster 
suffered by Allied shipping since the 
time of Pearl Harbor. 

Seventeen Allied ships were totally 
destroyed and this writer heard 
(right or wrong) that about 1,000 
American seamen were killed, as 
were many Italians. 

This writer was in command of an 
American freighter which ‘entered 
the port of Bari the next morning at 
about eight a.m. 


One of the Vessels which had been 
destroyed was the American Liberty 
Ship John Harvey. In its cargo was 
about 100 tons of mustard gas 
bombs. The ship exploded and that 
mustard gas was spread all over the 
harbor 

Those bombs were being sent to 
Italy just in case the Germans began 
to use explosive gas bombs. They 
were to be kept in a safe place, and 


used only in a sense of retaliation. 
The John Harvey was blown apart by 
the German bombs. 

The mustard gas was spread all 
over the harbor, land and water. Yet 
it did not harm the city of Bari. 

The American seamen and the 
Italians who were injured were sent 
to an American hospital, east of 
Bari. It wasn't until many of them 
had died that the attending physicians 
realized the nature of the bombs 
which were killing so many. 

Not knowing of the disaster this 
writer wanted to visit a place about 
22 miles west of Bari. About 300 
B.C. the Cartagenian general 
Hannibal had totally defeated a 
Roman army of about 22,000 men at 
that place, one of three such disasters 
during that war on the Romans. 

It was impossible. America Army 
officers had already visited the site 
and they said there was absolutely 
nothing to be seen. 

But those officers knew nothing of 
the disaster which had hit the area 
because of the John Harvey. They 
told this writer nothing. They knew 
nothing. 

This writer did receive an 
invitation to visit a city named 
Lecce, down in the "heel" of Italy.

The court martial 
was to be the only attraction. The big 
event was a black American soldier.

S we get ready to cele- 


brate the new year of, 


1997 with our bretheren 
around the world, our Korean 
friends look forward to celebrat- 
ing the year 2541 and those of 
the Buddhist faith ready them- 
selves to celebrate the year 4330. 

However, no matter what the 
number of years are, it is peace 
that people of all religions and 
even those of humanistic values 
seek. In Wakefield a group of 
Asians and caucasians travel 
weekly to the Mun Su Sa 
(Korean Buddhist Temple) to 
seek peace through the teach- 
ings of the prophet Buddha 

Do Bum, the soo nim (monk) 
of the Temple, explains, 
“Buddha is not a God. We learn 


what Buddha has to say about 


human beings.” 

According to Do Bum, 
“Buddha teaches that any 
human being who wants to 
succeed must do the best they 
can. If they do not, they fail.” 

Continuing with his explana- 
tion, the soo nim said, “There 
has never been a war among 
Buddhists. If everyone believed 
in Buddhism, we would have no 
wars.” 

Do Bum explained that 
Buddha came from northern 
India about 500 B.C. He is said 
to have walked the Earth 
spreading his teachings for 49 of 
his 80 years. 

Webster's New Universal 
Unabridged Dictionary des- 
cribes Buddha as a word 
derived from the sanskrit mean- 
ing the enlightened, wise sage. 
It describes Gautama Sidd 
hartha 563 (?) to 483 (?) B.C. as 
the religious philosopher and 
teacher that is considered the 
founder of Buddhism 

According to Do Bum, the 
Korean National Archives have 
stored 84,000 sayings of Buddha. 

The religion has followers in 
most of Asia, including Korea, 
Japan, Sri Lanka, and Burma. 
China has some Buddhists but 
many people in that country 
also follow the teachings of 
Confucius, which resembles 
those of Buddha 

There are many more follow- 
ers throughout the world. The 


Pup Dang (sacristy) of the Mun 
Su Sa serves about 150 families, 
of which 75 to 80 attend worship 
services regularly. A total of 10 
Americans attend a special 
Saturday night service and Do 
Bum explained that the only 
separation is the language barri- 
er of the Koreans. 

Do Bum also likens the teach- 
ings of Buddha to those of 
Christianity (and Judaism) in 
many ways. Many of the pre 
cepts in the Ten Commandments 
are also taught in the commit- 
ments required by Buddhism 
such as no killing, stealing or 
committing adultery. 

According to Do Bum, 
Buddha teaches that it is better 
to give. If people gave more 
there would be no reason to 
steal 

Another is that husbands and 
wives shall love one another. If 
this is followed there would be 
no reason for adultery. 

To stop the growth of suspi- 
cion among people, Buddha 
teaches that we should not lie 

“As a monk,” Do Bum said, 
“we hold services to give the 
teachings of Buddha so that peo- 
ple will not stray from the main- 
stream.” 

During the services, the fol- 
lowers use a string of 108 beads 
that symbolize the 108 troubles 
in life. While repeating the trou- 
bles the follower repents his or 
her sin and asks Buddha's for- 
giveness. 

Do Bum explains that the 
religion is not based on scientif- 
ic proof but on faith and coinci- 
dence such as how people meet 
each other and treat each other. 

As an example, Buddha 
teaches that water disperses to 
steam when warm and travels to 
the sky where it mixes with the 
clouds and cold air thus con- 
densing to snow and rain which 
falls to the Earth as water. 

Do Bum said, “This cycle of 
life shows, not that God created 
this or that but that we need 
each other for our cycles of life.” 

According to the teachings of 
Buddha, we should try to reduce 
the number of frustrations and 
anger we feel on a daily basis 
and turn that energy into happi- 
ness. 

The Pup Dang jis set up to 
provide the place for the neces- 
sary prayer and meditations 


that accompany Buddhism. 
Upon entering the Temple 
strings of lights covered with 
shades shaped like pink water 
lilies are seen hanging from the 
ceiling. Do Bum said there is 
one light for each of the 150 fan- 
ilies. 

The water lily and flowers in 
general are used as a symbolism 
of how people can be redeemed 
by Buddhism. 

According to Do Bum, the 
water lily shows that as a beau- 
tiful flower grows out of the 
muck and dirt of the pond so 
can a human life flower into 
something worthwhile. 

The followers kneel and pros- 
trate themselves before an alter 
that contains a large colorful 
statue of Buddha. The statue is 
surrounded by candles and 
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Temple in Wakefield. The statue of Buddha is very colorfully painted in gold leaf and

“Extended day kindergarten 
may be in the cards for North 
Reading as soon as the 1998-99 
school year, if funding and space 
allow,” notes the “North 
Reading Transcript.” 

“Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. David; Troughton recently 
presented to the School 
Committee the following three- 
year Staffing Needs Plan for the 
school system as a whole. 

“The plan calls for a total of 
40 new teachers system-wide by 
the year 2000, a figure which the 


-superintendent admitted may 


seem ‘overwhelming’ but. is 
needed primarily to fill enroll- 
ment and program needs as well 
as to keep the school system 
competitive. ‘There are currently 
140 teachers on staff. 

“The superintendent stressed 
this plan represents an ‘ideal 
situation’ under the ‘best of cir- 
cumstances’ but felt it impor- 
tant to make the town aware of 
the system’s needs.”

kindergarten? 

“Included in the plan are rec- 
ommendations to extend the 
ha’ f-day kindergarten program, 
possibly to as long as a full day, 
in all three elementary schools 
beginning in the 1998-99 school 
year,” notes the "North Reading 
Transcript” (please see above) 

“Troughton explained that 
moving to an extended day 
kindergarten is a reflection of a 
trend across Massachusetts and 
the nation. 

“Increasing the kindergarten 
day in all three elementary 
schools would require an addi- 
lional five teachers system-wide 
at an approximate cost of 
$150,000, as well as the addition- 
al rooms such a change would 
require. 

“Troughton stressed this and 
all the other staffing needs out- 
lined in the report are still sim- 
ply proposals, based on recom- 
mendations from the individual 
principals and will be discussed 
further during budget talks, 
which will begin next month. 
Prioritizing these requests will 
undoubtedly have to be done, he 
added, as funding for all may 
simply not be practical.”

“The system-wide Staffing 
Needs Plan, as presented by 
Troughton, calls for a total of 
19.05 additional teaching posi- 
tions for the 1997-98 school year, 
a figure he admitted could be

‘Included in the plan for the 
next school year (1997-98) are

other items that contain the 
symbolism of the religion. 

Most apparent is the fresh 
fruit which Do Bum said is put 
out to feed Buddha's spirit. The 
spirit must be fed before 
humans are. 

The sanctuary also contains a 
bell which is struck with a mal- 
let from the outside. This partic- 
ular bell is accompanied by 30 
minutes of prayer in signifi- 
cance of the suffering of people. 

The Temple would like to 
have a larger- one of these brass 
bells with a larger mallet that 
would be placed outside. 
However, the bylaws of 
Wakefield do not allow it. 

According.to Do Bum, Buddh: 
ists have four types of bells. One 
is made of lead and is used to 
pray for land animals. 

A second ong is used for fly- 
ing animals and a third, made 
of wood, 1s used to pray for 

animals, 

two sides of the alter are 
decorated with a mural, One 
depicts a regular Buddha with 
his 10 disciples and the other 
depicts a Korean version, again 
with the 10 disciples. 

Do Bum has two associates, 
dea Kwang and Jin Song, that 
also serve the Temple.

birth, death, marriage or 
divorce. An application for bene- 
fits from the Veterans 
Administration of Social 
Security, a passport of marriage 
license requires not only the 
information in the records but 
usually copies of the records 
themselves. 

All these records are stored 
permanently by municipalities, 
counties, states and the Federal 
Government. We all know this, 
but where each document is 
kept is frequently unknown. 

The Consumer Eduction 
Research Center, a national non- 
profit consumer group, found 
there was little uniformity on 
where the records were Avail- 
able and the costs. In some 
states, birth records are kept by 
the city and in others by the 
county or state. To further com- 
plicate matters often older 
records are held in different 
places than current ones. In 
addition, the addresses where 
the records are kept are 
changed quite often. 

CERC found that many peo- 
ple have used previous editions 
to locate their family trees or 
roots. For those, the book 
includes information on the 
Family History Library of the 
Mormon Church.
